‘oroner’s Inquiry ¢onducted’ by 

Me W. M, ‘Thomson at -the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, in 
circumstanees attending the death o 
tp foki, Shing Hing, aged 38, who 7 
as the result of a fire on tho top floor: 
of the San Yuen Fat paper dycing 
factory, 268 Portland Streets a 
August 10, disclosed that, eleven Zo nis 
lived on the floor, which also had 
chattles with charcoal fires used for 
the purpose of drying dyed paper. 

Evidence showed that tho chattics 
were lighted every morning with still 
glowing embers cast into a bin over- 
night. Papers. were also hung close 
to the ceiling for the purpose of being 
dried by the atmosphere of the room. 
It was xtated that the fire might 
have beon caused by o Spark from 
the glowing embers being transported 
to the chntties and igniting one of 
the upper papers. 

Inspeetor F. T. J. Portallion was 
present for the Police.

RED OFFENSIVE 


-NANKING TROOPS FOR 
CHENGTU 


Canton, Aug, 29. 

A report from Chengtu atated 
lnat night that’ the Communist 
offensive against Chuenwen, 20 
miles north-west of the pro- 
vineial capital, was held up by 
government troops ¢quipped with 
buttery units and bombing planes. 
All the available acroplancs in 
Chengtu have mobiliged for the 
front. 
The Reda still oceupy Sungpan, 
Mnohsten and Lifan, Martial law 
hus beer in force in Chenyte 
‘rince August 24, : 
The invading Red forces number 
about 30,000 men. The battle on 
August 24 was #o critical that the 
3,000 picked guarda at_Chengtu 
were also sent to the Chuenwen 
front. As soon os more rein- 
forcements reach Chucnwen, the 
counter-offensive —_ will begin. 
However, the Reds haye practical- 
Iy recevered all thelr lost ground. 

Over 2,000 Reds were killed. in 
thelr attack on Chuenwen. Tho 
defending troops kept up the fight- 
ing until dawn, when the bombers 
could take off and raid the Com- 
munist lines. The government 
forces also suffered heavy casual- 
tics.—Speeial, 


Detnils of the Defent 


Canton, Auguat 29. 

The Szechuen Reds, who have 
been retrenting towards Kansu 
and Shens!, are reported to have 
suddenly turned back on Northern 
Szechuen from Peilchwan with 
thetr main force heading towards 
Chengtu.: ; 

A Chengtu report recoived hero 
to-day states that the Government 
Forces at North Szechuen under 
yeneral =Tang 9 Sik-hau, have 
suffered heavy losses following 
defent. at Minchwan on the 25th. 
inst; General Tang had with him 
two Nanking divisions and one 
brigade Szechuen Provincial 
Forees formingg the lat. Route 
Armies, His troops have been at 
Minchwan and the vicinity since 
that place was recaptured by the 
Government Forces. On 22nd. 
inst. fighting started between 
Government Forces and the Reds 
from Peichwan, which is 200 miles 
North of Minchwan. The Reds 
launched a concentrated attack 
and heavy fighting continued for 
three days and nights and resulted 
in the Government Forces being 
badly defeated and Minchwan 
again fel} into the hands of the 
Reds. The Government Forces 
only managed to escape, being sur- 
rounded, by the arrival of Govern- 
ment reinforcements. It is 
estimated that, 3,000 casualties 
were suffored by the Government 
Forees at Minchwan and o great 
quantity of rifles and ammunitions, 

The military authoritics at 
Chengtu had a great shock when 
the report of the fall__ of 
Minchwan reached them. Mar- 
shal Chiang Kai-shek ordered all 
available troops to proceed to 
Koonhsien and other points North 
of Chengtu. Marshal Chiang has 
ordered 2 Jarge number of Nan- 
king troops trom Southern 
Szechuen to the Northern part of 
the Province and has said that 
Minchwan must be re-taken with-. 
in five days’ time— Wah Kiu Yat

The King of the Belgians, grief-stricken, at the 
tragic passing of his Queen, has made his first state- 
ment since the motoring accident in which he was only 
slightly injured.

The King himself glanced: at 
it and although his inattention to the steering wheel 
' Was only momentary it was sufficient to let the wheels 
deviate, causing a violent swerve. The car then struck 
two trees. 

His Majesty had just taken the wheel from the
